Ooing Damage Below as the .Flood Recedes 
From Brazos and Burleson Counties—W il­ 
liamson and Milam Counties Greatest Suffer­ 
ers in Loss of Life and Property. 


(By Associated Press) 
Dallas, Sept. 15,—Reports from Houston state the Brazos 
River has risen to 40 feet at Hempstead and carried gauge away. 
The lowlands around Hempstead are inundated damaging only 
property and crops. Observers stated the flood in the Lower Bra­ 
zos to be as serious as the one in April 1015. 
There probably 
will never be a definite list of tile dead at Thorndale according lo 
Red Cross Field Director F. Arthur Shaw. 
He said bodies were 
taken from the river and immediately buried and no records kept 
by the parties. He said some reports “were greatly exaggerated,’' 
but refused to give e stimate of dead at Thorndale. Red Cross is 
continuing search for information furnishing supplies to strick­ 
en settlers around Taylor in Central Texas as fast as trucks can 
reach them. 
(Special to the Bryan Eagle) 
Houston, Texas, Sept. 15.— Slowly but gradually rising as 
the flood waters flow southward the Braozs river is well out of its 
banks south of Navasota, with a steady rise in the lower reaches 
cl the stream that probably means as much damage to crops this 
year as during the flood of 1913. 
Crops in the lowlands border­ 
ing the river south of Navasota are a total loss according to in­ 
formation reaching Houston. 
At Courtney, IO miles south of 
Navasota, it was reported that water near that place which bare­ 
ly covered the cotton laden fields at noon was more than three 
feet deep at 3 o’clock In the afternoon. 
The farmers were able 
to save their live stoc k, due to ample warning given and the slow­ 
ness with which the water was rising. 
According to messages 
reaching Dr. Bunnemeyer, weather observer for the Houston dis­ 
trict. the crest of the* flood in the Brazos is now near Hempstead. 
ROSENBERG REPORTS RISE. 
. 
Rosenberg reported a slight rise, but the force of the Hood 
is not expected to be felt there until Saturday or Sunday. The 
town itself is in no danger, but the lowlands in the vicinity will 
doubtless be flooded. 
The Colorado river is rapidly falling near 
Columbus and no further damage from flood waters in it is ex­ 
pected. 
It is out of its banks along the lower part of its course, 
but the water is expected to recede within a day or two. 
The destruction now being wrought by the Brazos is well 
within the Houston territory. 
The crops in the lowlands were 
in fair condition and the* recent advance in the price of cotton had 
given the fanners hopes of a fairly good year following the heavy 
losses of last year, and the crop failures for two or three years 
previously. 
Bryan reported there was no c hange in the Brazos flood sit­ 
uation there except that the river along the west boundary of 
Brazos county was slowly falling. It will be several days, how­ 
ever, before* the waters recede from the overflowed plantations. 
It is still the opinion of the planters that the loss will be total 
except what corn had been gathered and placed in barns that

BUILDING BOOM KILLED IN CHICAGO. 
(By Associated Press) 
Chicago, Sept. 15.—Facing the certainty that Chicago Mill 
become an “open shop” unless the building trades unions recede 
from their defiance of Judge Landis' award and keep faith with 
him and the contractors, breaks begin to appear in the ranks of 
the unions. 
The first came when machinery movers voted to 
resume work pending a rehearing of their grievances by Judge 
Landis. 
Leaders of other unions believe that they will be able 
to get their men in line. The walkout by the unions in defiance 
of agreements and of the awards by Judge Landis has killed the 
building boom. 
Thirty million dollars in work had been started 
immediately following Judge Landis’ decision, and architects add 
contractors say that more than $100,000,000 was to have been 
expended. The death knell of the building boom likewise kills the 
hope of thousand of renters, Mho Mill remain at the mercy of 
avaricious landlords until 5,000 ot* more houses and flats are, 
constructed.

One of the troubles with 
the penitentiary system today is that 
a great many people, including quite a 
number sen t there for infractions of 
the law , regard it as a pleasure re­ 
sort.

Bryan and Navasota Chambers of Commerce 
Hold Joint Celebration on Navasota River— 
Among the Speakers Senator Lewis, Judge Ma­ 
loney, Secretary Eberstadt, Secretary Adams 
and Others—Was a Great Day.

Cementing and commemorating

Navasota, and of Crimes and Brazos counties a memorable cele­ 
bration took place Wednesday on the completion of the concrete 
road across the Navasota bottom in Brazos county. The celebra­ 
tion resolved ii sell into a real love least and a patriotic m eeting 
that instead of lasting one hour continued nearly all day, includ­ 
ing a trip back to Navasota, a luncheon and then a visit to the 
town pf Old W ashington, in W ashington county the first capital 
of Texa. wheie a new' nation was born.

State Park there, went over the grounds th at were once made fa­ 
mous by the acts of tin heroic men who made Texas great. The 
colter* to road was i 6-10 mil* s long and cost $27, iud per mile. The 
people assembled at the concrete highway just opened'for traffic 
and Secretary S. E. Eberstadt, of tile Bryan Chamber of Com­ 
merce, presided and stated that he would introduce Representa­ 
tive Lee J. Rountree, of Brazos * <ffinty, who had with Senator 
Henry L. Lewis of Grimes county, secured $8,000 additional funds 
from the State Highway Commission to widen the highway from 
IG to IT feet and had taken great interest in this im portant part 
of the King s Trail from CafThda to the Gulf. Mr. Rountree said 
th at the assemblage today was only a forerunner of w hat w a? 
coming when a great paved highway would some day be as fa­ 
mous as the old Roman roads that had given so m uch prosperity 
and power to the people. He said the forefathers had come here 
in the wilderness and founded a great civilization of good homes, 
good schools and these highways were im portant at this time. 
■ This day w ill mark a m w era in tile history of Grimes and Brazos 
counties and our people shall be better lrieuds and better neigh­ 
bors in the future.’* Ile paid a tribute to the men and women of 
Texas, among them his ancestors whose lives had been an “in­ 
spiration and w hose memories are im m ortal.”
